Washington will be the scene of an 
old-fashioned inaugural celebration if 
Herbert Hoover is elected President on 
November 6. So say those who are close 
to the Republican nominee. 

Whatever the program, one thing 
seems certain in the event of Hoover's 
election, and that is that a tremendous 
throng of visitors will gather here on 
March 4 Hoover’s popularity insures 
this. 

Hoover, according to those who know 
him, would fee] that it would be cruel 
to deny these visitors the pageanty, 
music and color that marked the old- 
fashioned inaugural parade. He would 
feel, they say, that there should be 
something which would give the visitors 


a chance to vent their enthusiasm and. 


blow off a little patriotic steam. 
Hoover would insist, thouyh, that the

ing with the spirit of the occasion. 

It is not likely that Hoover would ap- 
prove an inaugural] ball, his friends say 
Not. they. add, because he has any scru- 
ples with regard to such an affair. but 
simply because it would be distasteful 
to him. 

Edward F. Colladay, Republican na- 
tional committeeman for the District. 
said yesterday that he was “strong” 
for an old-fashioned inaugural parade 
He agreed that, whatever the program, 
there is bound to be a huge influx of 
visitors if Hoover is elected. And, he 
said, they will want to “cut loose” 
their enthusiasm 

Those who came here for the Hard- 
ing and Coolidge inaugurals’ were 
grievously disappointed by the abbre- 
viated exercises even though it had 
been announced in advance what the 
programs would be like. 

As Colladay sces it, the elgection of 
Hoover would mark a new era, an era 
of greater development and _= greater 
prosperity for America.

English Scientist, Dr. Robinson, Sure It Is From Planet. 
Says Martians Megaphoned Agreement to Answer in 
Telepathic Visit—Dellinger Suspects “Spoofing.” 


London, Wednesday, Oct. 24 (U.P.).— 
A tired and busy radio operator in the 
central telegraph office inserted a care- 
fully punched tape in an automatic 
wireless transmitter at 2:19 a. m., and 
Dr. Hugh Mansfield Robinson's serious 
and semiofficial attempt to communi- 
cate with the planet of Mars was under 
way at the cost of 36 cents a word. 

A skeleton staff gave only passing at- 
tention to the busy machine as it 
clicked out the code words, “love to 
Mars from earth,” and forced the dots 
and dashes out over the powerful Rugby 
Wireless Station. Pes 

Exactly eight minutes later’ three 
men sitting in the home of Prof. A. M. 
Lo.., one of Britain’s best known young 
scientists and writers, received a long 
and mysterious wireless message in the 
Morse code. Prof. Low, who has en- 
‘couraged Robinson’s experiment but 
expressed skepticism, admitted that he 
did not understand the message, but 
Robinson claimed it was a reply from 
a high-powered Martian radio station—

As they stepped between 
the north and southbound traéks, Chief 
Wolter’s car, driven by Private William 
Jeager, bore down on the left of the 
street car at a speed estimated to be 
between 50 and 60 miles an hour, and 
Struck the young women before they 
could step back. 


Women Dragged 150 Feet. 


The speeding machine knocked and 
dragged the young women approxi- 
mately 150 feet before it could be 
brought to a stop. It wes closely fol- 
lowed by the apparatus of No. 2 Engine 
Co. and the Fire Rescue Squad No. 1. 
Members of the rescue squad picked up 
the victims and rushed them to Emer- 
gency Hospital. 

The accident marked the first in the 
long careers of both Chief Wolter and 
Jeager. Wolter has been with the Fire 
Department for 29 years, and Jeager, 
who is considered one of the most ex- 
pert drivers in the department, has 
been driving apparatus to fires for more 
than 11 years. On September 29 his 
mother was killed in an automobile 
accident at Twelfth and I streets 
northwest. .Jeager is said to have 
driven to the left of the street, an ih-

Held in Default of Fine, He

HECKLES PRISON PASTOR 


Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 23 (A.P.).— 
Eleven pounds less in weight than 
when he started, a disheveled figure 
with a week’s growth of beard, Charles 
Smith, president of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Athe- 
ism, said tonight he planned to con- 
tinue his hunger strike as a protest 


against Arkansas’ antiatheist laws un- 
til the day after the general election, 
two weeks hence, 

He finished his sixth day without 
food tonight in his cell in the city 
jail, where he is serving out a-fine of 
$25 for breach of the peace resulting 
from his activities against a proposed 
antievolution tnitiative act to be voted 
on next month. 


Will Pay After Election, 


“After the antievolution act is voted 
on, I will pay my fine and go back to 
New York, for the purpose of my visit 
to Arkansas will have been completed,” 
Smith said. 

Chief of Police B. C. Rotenberry, who 
arrested Smith at his atheist head- 
quarters on Main street, said Smith 
could eat his food or leave it alone, 
and that no attempt would be made to 
force him to eat. 

Except that he is slightly weak, 
Smith said he was feeling no ill effects 
from his fast. He had to cut a new 
hole in his belt today. 

“I was overweight anyhow, and I 
think the reduced weight improves my 
form,” he sald. 


Many Offer to Pay His Fine. 


Smith spends most of his time writ- 
ing letters. He said he had received 
telegrams and letters from many per- 
sons Offering to pay his fine, but he 
refused. 

Although the proposed antievolution 
law brought him to Arkansas, Smith 
went to jail and began his hunger 
strike as ® protest against laws which 
deny atheists the right to testify in 
court or hold public office. 

Smith issued a statement today pro- 
testing against jail authorities allow- 
ing ministers to come to the jail and 
preach to prisoners. One, the Rev. 
John H. Taylor, a Methodist, addressed 
the prisoners today. Smith said he in- 
terrupted Taylor several times and 
finally went to a cell in another part 
of the jail until the minister had fin- 
ished his sermon. 

Smith is 41 years old, and is a native 
of Arkansas.

ONE PARACHUTE ABOARD 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, Oct. 23—"If there is any place 
in the world where $3,000 can purchase 
as much undiluted misery as aboard 
the Count Zeppelin, 1 would like to 
know about it,” Frederick Gilfillan, re- 
tired American business man living in 
Lucerne, indignantly said this after- 
noon On arriving in Paris from the 
Mauretania boat train, after a record 
twelve-day trip to the United States 
and return 

“The Hearst papers made me shut up 
in America, insulted me, and called me 
a coward, but now I am going to have 
my say, and I will tell you the way the 


trip was handled was nothing short of a | 


scandal,” he continued. 


“Our lives were in the greatest dan- 
ger all the time. There wags only one 
parachute aboard, and if the airship 
had touched the ocean we all would 
have been drowned. 

“The first part of the voyage was 
not bad, although it was crowded, but 
after the accident in mid-Atlantic it 
was a hideous nightmare. It was im- 
possible to sleep, wash or shave. You 
could not sit down, or lie down, com- 
fortably, and you eould not walk. 

“The passengers lay huddled around 
like animals, many almost unconscious 
from éxhaustion, illness, foul air and 
the way the ship rolled during the 
gale made us think it was going to 
fall to pieces. 

“During the second half of the trip 
the dirigible made more than 50 dizzy 
dives toward the ocean, climbing again 
to 4@ feeble altitude with great diffi- 
culty. Not only that, but he ran out 
of food and water, I can not imagine 
a worse punishment than to have 
to take the trip again.”

PLANS TRIPS TO THE WEST 


Convinced that he is to be the thir- 
tieth President of the United States, 
Herbert Hoover returned from New 
York yesterday morning and immedi- 
ately began laying plans for a trip 
to his own golden West. 


He had luncheon with President 
Coolidge at noon, but he declined to 
Say What they discussed. It was as- 
sumed, however, that -he reported to 
the President on the prodtenn of the 
campaign, and perhaps discussed what 
part, if any, the President will play in 
the next thirteen days. 

Questioned by reporters after the 
luncheon, Hoover declined to give any 
inkling of what took place. 

“You'll have to ask the President,” 
he said with a smile. 

Just before the luncheon it was an- 
nounced that President Coolidge had 
Only two speeches scheduled, both for 
delivery after election day. 

Hoover seemed in a jubilant mood 
yesterday, and well he might be. In 
New York he got the greatest recep- 
tion of his campaign. Neither he nor 
any of those with him had ever seen 
anything like it. 


Hoover is going to have his nose on: 


the grindstone from now until Novem- 
ber 6. He will start work imsmnediately 
on the speech he is to deliver in St. 
Louis on either November 1 or 2. 

Because of the interest of that city 
and nearby communities in water 
transportation, it is assumed that he 
will make this the theme of his speech. 

It is probable that Hoover will leave 
Washington for St. Louis on October 
30. Leaving St. Louis, he will head 
westward by the most direct route, 
probably arriving at his home in Palo 
Alto, Calif., on November 5, in time 
for him and members of his family to 
vote the following day. 

It is expected that he will make an 
eleventh-hour radio appeal to the vot- 
ers on the night of November 5. 

There - will be comparatively few 
visitors to Hoover's headquarters: from 
now on, as most of the political lead- 
ers will be at work in their home 
States. Today the nominee expects to 
receive a delegation of social workers 
from various cities. 

Mrs. Hoover and ‘her son, Allan, 
stayed behind in New York and are 
now visiting friends on Long Island,

New York, Oct, 23 (A.P.).—George 
Barr ‘McCutcheon, author of the Graus- 
tark books and many other novels and 
short stories, dropped dead today just 
after lunching with a group of friends. 

He had been seated at a table at the 
weekly luncheon of the Dutch Treat 
Club in the Hotel Martinique with 
Loren Palmer, Arthur Train, Thomas L. 
Masson and Robert Dickey. When 
dessert was served he rose and made 
his way to a washroom, where he col- 


lapsed. The hotel doctor pronounced 
him dead. 

Beginning his publication of novels 
with the turn of the century, the au- 
thor steadfastly maintained the highly 
romantic manner of writing with which 
he started his career with “Graustark,” 
the realistic school of literature having 
no effect on him. 

He had a host of admirers and his 
pen was as prolific as ever when death 
called a halt, his latest book having 
been published only a few weeks ayo 
and another one being already under 
way. 

McCutcheon was born in Tippecanoe 
County, Ind., in 1866, and was gradu- 
ated from Purdue University. He seems 
to have had some doubt in his youth 
as to what profession he would choose, 
for he was an actor for a little time 
and again he ran away with a circus. 

But in 1889 he became a reporter on 
the Lafayette (Ind.) Morning Journal, 
and from that moment writing became 
his career. From the Journal he went 
to the Lafayette Daily Courier, becom- 
ing that paper’s city editor in 1893.

TRIES TO LINK UP POLICE 


Philadelphia, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Rec- 
ords of another “mystery” bank ac- 
count, believed to have belonged to a 
bootleggers’ or gangsters’ ring, have 
been uncovered by county detectives, 
District Attorney Monaghan announced 
tonight. Deposits in this account to- 
taled about $2,000,000. 

Unlike the fifteen others, aggregating 
nearly $10,000,000, uncovered in the 
course of the special grand jury’s in- 
vestigation of bootlegging and police 
corruption, the latest account was not 
ee in the Union Bank & Trust 


The prosecutor said he preferred not 
to reveal the details or even to name 
the bank in which the money had been 
Ceposited. He did say, however, that 
the account was active about the same 
time as the others—1926 and 1927. 

The prosecutor said he believed the 
accounts were opened by bootleggers 
and that he was endeavoring to learn 
whether there was any police connec- 
tion with them. 

All of the accounts were in the Union 
Bank & Trust Co. and with one excep- 
tion they were closed prior to 1928. 
The one remaining after that date was 
under the name of Charles Satterson 
It contained deposits of $37,098.35, all 
of which was withdrawn by January 25 
of this year. 

John S. McCulloch, president, 
Other officials of the bank, have been 
questioned by the grand jury, but none 
of them was able to throw any light 
On the identities of the depositors.

Deposits Are Large. 


One of the accounts showed deposits 
Of $1,820,799.99 between April, 1925, 
and January, 1926; another totaled 
$1,714,616 between December, 1925, and 
July, 1926; a third showed a total of 
$1,515,272 between July, 1926, and Feb- 
ruary, 1927, and another $1,317,860.14 
between January and May, 1927. The 
Others ranged from $837,000 to $44,250. 

“It is almost incredible,” Monaghan 
said. “that these millions could re- 
pose in the vaults of. a bank with no 
one identified as their owners. Neither 
the high officials of the bank nor any 
of its employes seem to be 
explain to us who the depositors are. 
We are determined, however, to find 
out who deposited the money under 
names which we know to be false 


Mentions “Boo Boo” Hoff. 


It is interesting to note that huge 
sums of money have been deposited 
in this same bank by the Quaker In- 
dustrial Alcohol Distillery, an estab- | 
lishment with which Max (“Boo Bovo’’) 


identified.’ 

Hoff, a manager of prize fighters, was 
characterized by the district attorney 
shortly after the opening of the in- 
vestigation on August 20 or “king of 
bootleggers.”” The Quaker Distillery 
was padlocked several months ago. 

While aids delve into the bank ac- 
counts, the prosecutor plans to call 
several inspectors of police before the 
grand jury to question them regard- 
ing their reported wealth.

In the pockets 
of the coats were found crusts of 
bread and pieces of fried fish. McGuire 
saved the money he carried with him 
from the $50 a month pension he re- 
ceives for his service with the Seventh 
Battery of the Massachusetts Artillery 
curing the Civil War.

PROSPERITY NO MYTH. 

When Chairman Raskob, of the Demo- 
cratic national committee, recently re- 
marked that “prosperity is largely mythi- 
cal” he opened the way for the crushing 
reply administered by Postmaster Gen- 
eral New. In his speech at Jersey City 
last night Mr. New took up the case of 
the General Motors Corporation, of 
which Mr. Raskob was the financial 
genius before the campaign, ‘and to 
which he will be free to return without 
impropriety on the morning of Novem- 
ber 7.” 


: Mr. New cites the fact that on August 
4, 1923, the day after Mr. Coolidge be- 
came President, General Motors was 
quoted at 13%. The total market value 
of its securities was $365,378,266. On 
October 16 of this year, when Mr. New 
made his comparison, the market value 
of General Motors. securities was 
$3,961,172,412, an increase of 980 per 
cent during the Coolidge administration. 
The stock that was sold at $14 in 1923 
now commands $218, to say nothing of 
stock dividends received by stockholders 
in the meantime. The net profits of the 
eéompany in 1923 were $62,386,000, and 
in 1927 they were $239,264,000. The 
éompany has paid $389,000,000 in cash 
dividends to its stockholders during the 
last five years, a sum greater than the 
total value of the company in 1923.

Gen- 
eral Motors is not the only concern that 
has prospered during the Coolidge ad- 
ministration. 

If anything is established beyond pos- 
sibility of doubt, it is the fact that the 
United States is prosperous. Mr. Raskob 
could not have made any .assertion so 
easily disproved as his assertion that 
prosperity is mythical. He injures his 
own standing as a business man when 
he makes a statement that every business 
man knows to be erroneous. He does not 
help Gov. Smith’s cause by suggesting 
that prosperity does not exist, for the 
Democratic platform acknowledges that 
prosperity exists, and Gov. Smith him- 
self declared in his acceptance speech 
that the Democratic party would handle 
the tariff question in such a manner as 
to maintain business and high wages.

STRUCK DOWN IN THE STREET. 


Several investigations will no doubt be made 
of the accident involving two young women 
and the automobile of a battalion chief of the 
Fire Department at Fourteenth and C streets 
yesterday afternoon. Pending publication of 
the official findings the public should reserve 
judgment. The tragedy was horrible; two 
young women descending from a one-man 
street car, crossing in front of it to return to 
their place of employment, were struck by the 
automobile, rushing at terrific speed on the 
wrong side of the street. ) 

Traffic regulations are specific in regard to 
the rights of fire apparatus. At all times ve- 
hicles of the fire department have the right 
of way over other vehicles. Upon approach of 
fire apparatus all vehicles are required to draw 
near to and parallel with the curb and stop. 
Street cars, upon the approach of fire appara- 
tus, must stop so as not to interfere with its 
passage. Under the first of these regulations, 
however, conditions mdy arise in which drivers 
of fire apparatus have no choice but to procecd 
past street cars on the wrong side of the street, 
Before the driver of the automobile is con- 
demned on this count it must be established 
whether or not he was forced to the left of 
the street car. 

Vehicles of the Fire Department must be 
accorded every facility for getting to conflagra- 
tions quickly. Their speed should not be 
limited to that established for private vehicles 
under the regulations. Drivers of emergency 
vehicles should be extraordinarily capable and 
quick-witted, and no effort should be spared 
to keep them ever cognizant of the grave re- 
sponsibility they assume, 

There is no local regulation stipulating that 
passengers shall not be permitted to alight 
from street cars when fire apparatus is pass- 
ing oy, or about to pass by. This tragedy indi- 
cates that such a regulation should be promul- 
rated forthwith. 

DELIGHTS OF PORK. 

In the romantic legends of. Europe the wild 
boar is the central figure of the chase and the 
banquet board. There is little of such romance 
inhering in the lowly porker that supplies so 
wide a range of table wants today. Yet no 
other form of meat has proven more adaptable 
than pork. It is not strange, therefore, 
find the receipts of hogs at the stockyards 
decidedly upon the increase. It is a kind of 
meat that the packers have studied carefully 
for the variety of by-products and the number 
of methods of preparation for the market that 
it offers. In consequence the consumption of 
pork is immense and is steadily growing, 

There lies something behind the phenomenal 

of pork supplies in American 
the last or two. It will be 
that within that period a President 
almost rapturous over the possibilities 
South in substituting hog growing to 
replace in part its established staples. That 
at a time when the public cattle ranges 
were becoming a thing of the past, and the 
problem of beef had become acute. It 
also at a time of less substantial prosperity, 
when the South was giving the world a hard 
look for markets. 

It is therefore most interesting to observe 
that although the forced propaganda for hogs 
failed to enthuse, and the South held to its 
staples, it prospered, nevertheless. Instead 
of turning to hogs for prosperity, it developed 
textile and other industries, so that the era of 
maximum use of hog products remained for 
an age of highest prosperity. The hog, instead 
of being, as was then thought, a symbol of 
cheaper diet, soared to a position of aristoc- 
on the menu. Nothing that the rhap- 
sodists have to say in behalf of the wild boar 
of other times can compare with the delights 
of Smithfield ham, pork and kraut, hog jowl 
and greens, or pigs feet and cabbages. The 
lordlings and knights of old were besotted folk 
and it remained for enlightened, urbane 
America to discover and develop the exquisite 
gustatory flavors and nutritional virtues of the 
razorback hog and his portly cousin of the 
boundless West. 
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SAVING HEAT. 


If the pulverization of fuel can add to the 
heat content and save the waste of smoke, the 
experiments that are in process by the Bureau 
of Mines will prove a contribution of value to 
industry and possibly to homes. 

Heat, like steam, is not a simple, but a 
compound, and the inquiry revolves about 
molecular and atomic structures which must 
be agitated to obtain the best heating results. 

As the coal heaver casts coal into the 
furnace with an accurate idea of the place- 
ment of the fresh fuel at the point of best con- 
tact, so the scientist is inserting his paddle, 
so to speak, into the oxygen atoms and is seek- 
ing a process that will stir these up so that 
consumption will be maximum, with heat cor- 
respondingly increased. 

Powdering the fuel, coal or coke, brings 
about a condition in which the fuel can be con- 
sumed to the best advantage, but perfect com- 
bustion depends upon the manner in which the 
powdered fuel is agitated and fed to the flame. 

A saving of more than a third of the po- 
tential heat of fuel which now is lost would 
represent an enormous expansion of enterprise, 
as fuel is one of the principal elements of 
industry. 


IMAGINATION IN REALITY. 


Discovery in the days of Elizabeth, accord- 
ing to Owen D. Young, chairman of the General 
Electric Board, was a spirit of poetry. Men 
sought out that which the imagination pro- 
posed to them—strange lands and strange ad- 
ventures, and the gold and riches of other 
continents. The same urge that sent Columbus 
on his way toward the most notable feat in 
human annals caused the great Elizabethans 
to scour the seven seas for the glory of their 
realm and its trade. According to the views 
expressed by Mr. Young, that same spirit today 
is exploring hidden sources of material. Chem- 
istry, electricity, the laws of organization of 
atoms, and the application of power all belong 
to the spirit of imaginative inquiry. 

So, according to the man who did so much 
toward creating the political science school of 
Johns Hopkins, the mind of man finds its 
imaginative reaches beyond the welter of 
words, in the realm of action. Beauty in 
industry is always a theme of unique interest. 
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that came to that one who was himself a 
pioneer in the realm of human thought might 
‘well be imagined repeating the words: ‘‘What 
' I have sanctified call not thou common.” There 
is in industry nothing common but everything 
uncommon, according to Mr. Young, and the 
common quality of industry and enterprise is 
not that it eventuates in goods, wages and 
profits, but that it uses the imagination and 
“makes real the unrealized.” 

“Wishes become horses,’’ and they who in 
other and less fortunate times might have been 
the beggars of the nursery ditty, ride upon the 
forces of electricity, of radio and of solar 
energy. 

The speaker well said that with such men 
as Bell and Edison, “power became’ mobile.” 
That which was always resident became 
active. The quality of poetry which lent its 
sheen to the age of Elizabeth is now seen as 
the quality of imagination that pervades the 
laboratory and the factory today. It does no 
harm thus to dream dreams and see visions 
amid the whirring of wheels and the sweep of 
planes. The American people are styled essen- 
tially practical, yet they may, as this industrial 
leader believes, after all be the framers of 
epics that embody the beauty and majesty that 
surged and swelled through the Odyssey. 
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DR. MAYO’'S RAY OF HOPE. 


If the country had no light of hope to 
illuminate the dark areas of cancer mortality 
it would be in a sad plight. It has been 
necessary for the country to be informed of 
the condition in order that full appreciation 
might be had of the efforts of the scientists 
to secure immunity.

The

division of simplified . practice 
in the Department of Commerce 
in 1921 to guide an organized movement 
promote standardization of sizes, dimensions, 
definitions, nomenclature and grades. It had, 
at that time, long been apparent that the 
American production system, having grown 
and expanded without thought of economy, 
was most wasteful. Overdiversity of sizes and 
dimensions meant to the manufacturer a heavy 
investment and equipment cost, and simplifi- 
cation promised to bring improved production, 
faster turnover of stocks, and better service. 
Since the division of simplified practices was 
established, millions of dollars have . been 
saved annually in American industry. 

Simplified practice has found adherents 
rapidly. In the third quarter of 1928, for 
example, the department reports that 1,705 
new supporters of the program were reg- 
istered, bringing the total to 11,319 individual 
firms and 1,023 trade associations. Surveys 
of seven projects during the quarter indicated 
that more than 82 per cent of the output of 
commodities covered by the seven projects 
were in conformity with the adopted simplified 
schedule. 

Simplified practice spreads its’ benefits 
throughout the economic system. Prior to 
the time when the grinding wheel industry 
accepted the principles of simplified practice, 
in 1925, it stocked a total of 715,000 items. 
Simplified practice made possible the elimina- 
tion of 459,400 unnecessary sizes and shapes, 
Manufacturers were able‘to increase volume 
on the retained lines and to eliminate a great 
deal of waste. The distributor found it possi- 
ble to reduce his inventory, to increase his 
stock turnover, and to reduce selling and 
handling costs. The consumer got better 
quality, improved service, and lower main- 
tenance costs, and the worker was benefited 
by the stabilizing and standardizing of sizes 
and types. " He could work faster, and his 
earning power was increased. 

The experience of the grinding wheel in- 
dustry has been duplicated in the experience 
of every branch of industrial activity that has 
espoused simplified practice. As the work 
continues, savings will pile upon savings.

During the fiscal year ended June 
30, the Department of Justice institut- 
ed 55,729 criminal prohibition prosecu- 
tions, an increase of 15,020. 

The number of such cases terminated 
Guring the last fiscal year was 58,429, 
and 18,259 cases were still pending on 
June 30.

bition cases. The department's an- 
houncement states that in the record 
of the cases terminated during the fis- 
cai year, the results were: . 

Convictions, 48,820; acquittals,

“There were 34 convictions to each 
acjuittal, a slight gain over the pre- 
cnuing year,” the announcement con- 
tinues. “The aggregate of fines, for- 
ap nag and penalties imposed was 
$7,303 563 Jail and prison sentences 
imposed reached a total of more than 
¥ 700 years, an increase of 48 per cent, 
the highest aggregate of sentences since 
the prohibition law went into effect.” 

Pleas of guilty numbered 45,295, an 
increase of 16,414 over the year before. 

The number of civil cases terminated 
was 8,617, a decrease of 1,802 compared

POPCORN BALLS (TEN) 


2 quarts freshly popped corn 
1 cup sugar 
14 cup molasses or sorghum 

2 tablespoons vinegar 

4 cup water 

1 tablespoon butter 

14 teaspoon soda 

, Carefully inspect the popcorn and 
discard all unpopped kernels. Mix the 
sugar, molasses, vinegar, water and 
butter. Cook, without stirring, over a 
moderate fire until a small portion 
slowly poured into cold water becomes 
brittle. Add the soda and mix well 
and pour over the popcorn. Mix 
thoroughly with a long handled spoon 
until the sirup has become well 
blended with the corn. Let stand un- 
til cool enough to handle and then 
take up by handfuls and press into 
balls in the palms of the hands. 

Popcorn balls quickly lose their 
freshness and should not stand more

' than two or three hours. The corn may

be popped previously if desired and 
when ready to be made in balls may 
be reheated in a slow oven. Do not 
salt the popcorn to be used in balls. 
DOUGHNUTS. 
(Light, spicy ones) 
cup sugar. 
tablespoons fat, melted. 
eggs. : 
teaspoon salt. 
teaspoon cinnamon. 
teaspoon nutmeg. 
cup milk. 
cups flour. 
teaspoons baking powder. 

Mix the fat and sugar. Add the eggs 
and beat for 2 minutes. Add the rest 
of the ingredients and mix just enough 
to blend. Too much mixing, handling 
or rolling out will cause the doughnuts 
to become tough. 

When the ingredients are mixed, 
place upon a well-floured board and 
roll out until the dough is one-third of 
Fry in deep hot fat 
until well browned on the under side, 
turn with a fork and brown the other 
side. Remove on a fork and let drip. 
Place on edge side by side on a soft 
paper which will absorb any surplus 
fat. When cool the doughnuts may be 
covered with powdered sugar and stored 
in an earthenware jar or the cooky box. 
Some persons prefer to sugar the 
doughnuts when ready for serving.

Select 
a set. of daily exercises and practice 
them in your room night and morning,

1. The bulb of the nose is a signal 
post. It flashes information as to the 
condition of various internal organs. 
Acne rosacea, or topper’s nose, however, 
should be compared with a fixed harbor 
light rather than a flash. 

When it is present in drunkards it is 
ascribed not directly to the liquor but 
to the chronic gastritis induced by 
shady drinking. It can be caused by 
chronic digestive disorders from other 
causes. Among the other causes are: 
Excessive use of condiments and sauces 
and of tea and coffee; chronic constipa- 
tion, chronic pelvic disorders in women. 
Many cases are caused by chronic 
trouble in the throat and nose. En- 
larged tonsils or adenoids or the sev- 
eral disorders which go losely sy the 
name of “catarrh” may cause it,

However, in these 
cases, the so-called sleep was patho- 
logic. The harm was the result of the 
accident and not of the sleep The 
children could not have been kept 
awake and no good would have come 
from trying.

THE ANSWER. 


47. Declarer should play the Ace of 
Clubs from Dummy on this trick. The 
lead of the Nine marks the King of 
Clubs in the East hand, West would 
not be apt to pick a King-high suit to 
lead against a suit declayation; but if 
he did so, he would lead the fourth 
best and not the second best which the 
Nine would be if West held the King 
Failing the play the Ace of Clubs from 
Dummy will result in the loss of that 
trick and possibly in a ruff of the sec- 
ond round of Clubs which would hap- 
pen if West’s lead was a singleton. By 
winning the first trick in Dummy, the 
loss to the King of Clubs can be 
avoided because South can obtain two 
discards. South. however, needs three 
discards in order to make a Grand 
Slam as he has one losing Diamond in 
addition to the two Clubs 

South can manage the hand so as to 
obtain the three discards without any 
difficulty unless the adverse Hearts or 
trumps are abnormally divided. He has 
two trump entries in Dummy; so with 
the adverse Hearts divided 4-3 and the 
adverse trumps 2-1, South can estab- 
lish Dummy’~ long Hearts, get his three 
discards and make a Grand Slam.

It is true that they can be seen, but 
seldom, if ever, does one of them meet 
with attack. The chief reason is that 
they are too tough to make good eating. 
An added protection is the sting which 
they can give with their nettle cells.

It is not a 
real estate scheme but a golf proposi- 
tion, pure and simple, and I feel justi- 
fied in making golf my profession. I 
can hold my own when it comes to 
playing the game and I believe I can 
my teaching a success.’ 

Houghton began his golfing career as 
a caddy when the Bannockburn Club 
laid out its course on its present prop- 
erty near Cabin John Bridge.

Based on Demand by One 
That Both Railways Be Given 
Increase Sought. 


DATE OF FINAL ACTION 
HELD TO BE IN DOUBT 


Commission Makes Prepara- 
tion for Possible Litigation; 
Details Are Withheld.

Victory yesterday sat high upon the 
banner of opponents of high street car 


fares. With dismissal of the petition 
of the Capital Traction Street Car Co. 
for higher fares agreed upon, the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission yesterday be- 
gan the drafting of the formal order 
of dismissal. 

The commission will deny the Cap- 
ital Traction Co. higher fares because 
the company has declared it will not 
accept them unless the Washington 
Railway & Electric Co. is given higher 
fares also, and the latter-company has 
mot asked for an increase and is not 
entitled to one. 

This course of action, of which Cor- 
poration Counsel William W. Bride, 
general counsel of the utilities com- 
mission, is the author, was fought to 
victory by Col. William B. Ladue, En- 
gineer Commissioner. and member of 
the utilities commission. 

When the order of dismissal will be 
formally and finally voted on will de- 
pend on when the commission can get 
together for a final session. That ses- 
sion may take place today after an 
early adjournment of the gas valua- 
tion hearings. 

Phraseology of the formal order will 
be carefully studied by Bride*and oth- 
er utilities commission officials. 

It is believed that the Capital Trac- 
tion Co., having embarked on the ef- 
fort to increase car fares prior to set- 
tlement of the street car merger pend- 
ing in Congress, will not be dissuaded 
from its course by the action of the 
commission 


Eyes Kept on Courts. 


Officials are, therefore, anxious that 
the order be so worded as to make it 
susceptible of easy defense in the Dis- 
trict courts. 

The fight over car fares was settled 
at an executive session of the commis- 
sion yesterday afternoon, to permit 
which the gas hearings were adjourned 
early. 

No announcement was made by the 
commission of its agreement, members 
insisting that no decision has as yet 
been reached. This is technically true 
and another course of action is pos- 
sible, but that would be made possible 
only by the unexpected about face of 
one of the commissioners, despite the 
agreement already made. 

The line-up of the commission, it is 
understood, has steadily found Col. 
Ladue on the side of the car rider, 
fighting against the increase, with 
Chairman John W. Childress on the 
Other side, equally willing to give the 
car companies the increased fare asked 
by the Capital Traction Co. 

Col. Ladue’s victory was brought 
about when Harrison Brand, jr., vice 
chairman of the commission, threw his 
deciding vote into the balance against 
the proposed fare increase, a course 
which Bride informed the commission 
as a whole and individually was legally 
sound and which he was perfectly will- 
ing to defend in the courts against the 
expected attack of the Capital Trac- 
tion Co. 

If the company does take the fight 
to court Bride is confident he can per- 
suade the courts to sustain the com- 
mission action. 


New Proceedings Possible. 


Another possible result of the denial 
of fare increase may be a new pro- 
ceading instituted before the commis- 
sion in which both street car com- 
panies seek an increase. 

This would change the situation and 
would remove the ground on which the 
commission intends to dismiss the 
present application. But the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co. officers, 
it is said, do not intend to join in any 
mew demand for higher fares at thi; 
time, and commission officials are not 
worrying about that possibility. 

Two more organizations , esterday 
registered with the commission their 
protests against higher fares. Declar- 
ing that the present car fare is ex- 
cessive “in that it gives more than a 
fair return on the money actually in- 
vested in the properties,” Local No, 2, 
of the Federation of Federal Employes, 
protested against any increase and de- 
manded a congressional investigation of 
the District transportation system. 

Columbia Typographical Union de- 
clared that the matter of higher car 
fares was of “vital interest” to its 2,300 
members and their families and told 
the commission that the matter should 
be left with Congress for decision.

SUIT WILL FIX SAFE 
FLEVATOR LIABILITY 


Action Against the Wardman 
Construction Co. by Dis- 
trict to Be Test. 


ESTERLINE DEATH CAUSE 


The District government yesterday 
set in motion machinery to bring to a 
test in court the question of responsi- 
bility for compliance with existing 
regulations requiring safety devices on 
elevators, 

The ‘Vardman Construction Co. will 
be named in proceedings designed to 
make a test of the law to fix responsi- 
bility for obeying it. 

The District action grew out of the 
death of Blackburn Esterline, assistant 
tc the solicitor general, who was struck 
Sunday by a descending elevator as he 
thrust his head between open eleva- 
tor doors to peer down the shaft in 
the Department of Justice. 

The elevators in the building, which 
is owned by the Wardman Co., are not 
equipped with the safety devices re- 
quired in District regulations, which 
provide that elevators shall be so con- 
trolled that they can not be moved 
when any shaft door is open or un- 
locked. 

Responsibility for installation of the 
safety devices has been argued between 
the company and District officials for 
some time. “he District served notice 
on the Wardman Co. that it must in- 
stall the safety appliances. The com- 
pany replied, after consulting with its 
counsel, that it was not up to the 
owner, but to the lessee, to do so. 

The District can not compel the Fed- 
eral Government to obey its elevator or 
other regulations and consequently the 
safety devices never were installed and 
Mr. Esterline was killed.

HEARINGS ON CITY'S 
FUNDS. BEGIN TODAY 


Commissioners Ordered to Cut, 
$2,000,000 From Their 
Congress Estimates. 


ORGANIZATIONS T0 AID 
FIGHT FOR 60-40 PLAN 


Restrictions Set Up by the | 
Federal Body May 
Be Opposed. 


Believing it would be futile to at- 
tempt any new effort to have the Bud-« 
get Bureau or the President submit the 
District estimates to Congress on any 
other basis than a $9,000,000 lump sum 
contribution by the Federal Govern- 
ment, the District Commissioners today 
will go before the Budget Bureau for 
the first of a series of hearings on the 
District estimates for the next fiscal 
year. ; 

The Commissioners submitted tenta- 
tive estimates approximating $%42,000,- 
000 from which the Budget Bureau told 
them to pare more than $2,000,000. The 
items cut out. the Budget Bureau said, 
could be submitted .. supplemental 
estimates and take their chance as 
such. How much the Budget Bureau 
will let the District people ask Con- 
gress to appropriate for the mainte- 
nance and government of the city has 
not been determined. 

The Budget Bureau exercises the 
right to reject any particular ite.n 
which it does not like, and the District 
Commissioners are forbidden to ad-! 
vocate before Congress any items not 
included in the list approved by the 
Budget Bureau. 


60-40 Fight to bee Renewed. 


A determined fight to have the Dis- 
trict budget submitted to Congress on 
the basis of the 60-40 appropriation 
system, which is provided for in law 
but simply has been disregarded by 
Congress in recent years, was made by, 
the District Commissioners last year. 
The fight met with failure and the fall- 
ure was complete enough to deter them 
from renewing their effort this year. 
To do so, it is feared, might create an 
antagonistic atmosphere which would 
do much more harm than good.

Jesuit Law School 
Regent Is Named 
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The Rev. T. B. Chetwood Is 
Elevated to Georgetown 


University Post. 


Georgetown University School of Law 
has a Jesuit priest, the Rev. Thomas B. 
Chetwood, as regent, the new office 
having been created in the _ school 
founded 58 years ago. 

The decision to place a personal rep- 
resentative oi the president and di- 
rectors of Georgetown in a supervisory 
capacity at the law school, it was ex- 
plained, is in line with the policy of 
ail Jesuit institutions. For many years 
the Georgetown Law School was the 
only Jesuit law school in the country 
without a regent. 

Father Chetwood, who has been pro- 
fessor of apologetics and psychology at 
tle college since 1925 and professor at 
the foreign service school, is widely 
known for his writings on legal matters. 
Legal textbooks prepared by him are 
in use at Georgetown and al] other 
Jesuit law schools, His recognition in 
this field was largely responsible for his 
selection as regent. 

Born in New York in 1881, Father 
Cietwood was admitted to the Society 
o” Jesus in 1898 and ordained as a 
priest sixteen years later. He was 
taught at Holy Cross, Fordham, Brook- 
lyn College and other institutions, be- 
sides spending four years as a mission- 
ary in the West Indies and a year 
teaching in Jamaica. 


Thousands of Federal 
Employes Bank Savings 


Many thousands of «ederal workers 
now have savings accounts on which 
they are drawing interes., through 
regular deductions from their pay to- 
ward the retirement fund, Robert H. 
Alcorn, chairman of the joint confer- 
ence on retirement, announced yes- 
terday. 

A table of figures presented with the 
statement show that from August 1, 
1920. to October 1, 1928, all employes 
drawing $1,000 a year has contributed 
$226.67, and interest on it amounts to 
$37.38, a total of $264.05.

Of L’Enfant Plan 


Grant and Partridge Speak 
at Meeting in Interior 
Building. 


Efforts now being made by the Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning Com- 
miss‘on to develop Washington along 
the lines laid out in 1901 by the Mc- 
Millan Commission and, originally, by 
Maj. Pierre Charles l’'Enfant, were told 
yesterday by Lieut. Co: U. S. Grant 3d, 
director of parks and public buildings, 
at a meeting of the Association of 
Federal Architects in the Auditorium 
of the Interior Department Building. 

Pointing out the architectural beauty 
of L’Enfant’s original plan of the Mall, 
Col. Grant said that, whenever prac- 
ticable, this plan is now being carried 
out. He also said the area between the 
Capitol and the Union Station will 
be developed into a park. 

Preceding Col: Grant, William Par- 
tridge, architectural consultant to the 
Capital Park and Planning Commission, 
reviewed the plan of L’Enfant and all 
succeeding plans. The L’Enfant plan, 
he said, is not a copy of the plan of 
Versailles, but is the most logical in 
view of the topography and location 
of public buildings in the District.

Fight Seen in Restrictions, 


These restrictions, incidentally, may 
be the subject of a fight. It is ob- 
jected that the Budget Bureau now 
Sits in secret sessions and, in effect, 
governs the finances of the city. being 
a “superinvisible” form of municipal 
government. 

District officials are not inclined to 
quarrel with the rule that the heads 
of Federal departments and bureaus 
must yield their individual aims and’ 
programs to fit into a whole, approved 
by the President through the Budget 
Bureau. Such a regulation of the gov- 
ernment of a city of considerable more 
than a half million persons is an en- 
tirely different matter, it is contended, 
especially as the people of the District 
foot their bill themselves. 

But none of this is expected to de- 
velop at the hearings before the Bud- 
get Bureau, with officials of which the / 
District authorities apparently have 


little complaint. Their objections are

Canadians Sue Kellogg 
For Visa of Passports 


Secretary of State Kellogg was named 
defendant in a suit for an injunction 
filed in the District Supreme Court yes- 
terday by August Milde, Istvan Nemeth, 
and Anton Frum, residents of Windsor, 
Ontario, Canada, who petitioned the 
court to compel issuance of passport 
visas to them and to prevent the Ameri- 
can consul at Windsor from refusing 
them permission to enter the United 
States. 

The plaintiffs declare that the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals recently ruled 
that persons residing in Canada and em- 
ployed in the United States are not im- 
migrants; that the United Stutes Su- 
preme Court refused tc review this rul- 
ing, but that despite this, Secretary 
Kellogg has declined to allow such per- 
scns to receive passports visaed by an 
American consul. Milde and Nemeth are 
desirous of following their employment: 
in the United States, they declared, and 
Frum wishes to visit his brother in 
New York City. The sult was filed by 
Daniel S. Ring and Harvey L. Cobb, 
attorneys for the petitioners.
